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*Borah Described 
As 'Better Than 
Chief Executives^ 

WASHINGTON, June 6 (fl^— The late Sen. William Edgar 
Borah was described today by Senator Vandenburg of Mldti- 
gan as "greater than any President under whom he served." 
The principal speaker at ceremonies attending the unveiling 
of a bropze statue presented to the nation by Idaho, the 
senate's Republican presiding officer said: 

"He (Borah) was one of those few statesmen — I can think 
of but two or three others in our history — who was greater 
than any President under 



whom he served, and for whom 
the presidency would have 
added nothing to his stature 
or his laurels." 

'Borah served Idaho in the 
senate for 33 years — from 
1907 to 1940. . 

The statue was executed by Bryant 
Baker, New York sculptor, upon the 
order of the Borah statue commis- 
sion, created by leglalatlvc act In 
1045. 

Gov. C. A. Robins accepted the 
atatue tar the state and Senator 
Dworshak, R.. Ida., for the gov- 
emmant. 

r Dworshak said: 
'In these halls. Senate Borah, 
for 33 years exemplified the highest 
traditions of American public serv- 
ice. Bis mute presence here will In- 
. spire use to follow In hta footsteps. 
Future seneratlons will cherish his 
memory because few men have con- 
' trlbuted so freely to the preservation 
. of constitutional sovenunent." 
The statue was unveiled by isia. 
C. Wayland Brooks, daughter of the 
lBt« Sen. John Thomas of Idaho, 
one of Borah's advisers and a close 
personal friend. Tho Invocation was 
delivered by the Rev. Peter Marshall, 
senat« chaplain. Music by the ma- 
rine band included the state song 
"Here We Have Idaho." 
"Pnor~tothe"nnvelltng," Dworshak 
honored Robins, Representatives 
Ooff Bjid Sanbom, Idaho Repub- 
licans, and Ray McKaig of Boise; 
executive chairman of the memorial 
commission, at a luncheon in a sen* 
ate dining room attended by most 
Republican membera of the senate.

NO CHARGE FOR SYMPATHY 
Two bills, now kicking around In congres- 
sional committees, would admit some 100,000 
displaced persons a year to the U. S. on Im- 
migration quotas unused during the years 
lM0-4e. There la UtUe Indication that these 
bills win soon reach the house and senate 
noora, or that they will get Tar when ami If 
they do. 

This, it may be reared. Is rather typical 
of the general American attitude toward 
Europe's unfortunates. And It seems safe to 
aay that it is particularly typical of our atti- 
tude toward displaced Jews. 

Perhaps it Is unfair and unflattering to 
many people of good will to say this, but 
there are Indications that some popular 
American support of Zionist aspirations 
arises from this attitude. 

We are sorry for these first victims of 
Hitler's cruelty, that attitude seems to say. 
We want to see them established in free- 
dom, htpplness and prosperity. But for 
heai(en'i sake don't bring them over here! 
TOey'll JuBt have to wait until this Pales- 
tine business Is settled. 

Buch thoughts are not exclusively Ameri- 
can. Most of the countries that could take 
displaced Europeans seem to let their sym- 
pathy stop Just shore of a point where they 
would have to put themselves out. That's 
why Dp camps of Europe and the Island of 
Oypnu are still crowded. 

"There have been several reasons advanced 
why the V. S. should not permit Immigrants 
to come In under unused quotas. Some fear 
that wa would be admitting a horde of com- 
munists. Others think the majority of Im- 
mlgranfai might be public charges. Still oth- 
ers put forth the claim that they would cause 
unemployment and upset our economy. 

Naturally, the immigration officials should 
not simply let down the bars and shut their 
eyes. There should be the usual screening 
of imdeslrables and potential Indigents. But 
It la not unlUuly that mut displaced E^uro- 
paans who wish to come here have frtends or 
relatfVes In America who would vouch for 
their -care until they are self-supporting. > 

As for the last objection, It la ridiculous to 
claim that a country of 140,000,000 people 
with many sparsely populated states cannot 
asslmulate 100,000 or 200,000 immigrants a 
year. 

The present non-accumulative Immigration 
quota for this country is 153,029 a year. This 
makes 1,077,503 for the years 1940-4S. During 
that time 340,420 alien Immigrants were ad- 
mitted to this country— 200,709 of them Euro- 
peans. Thus there are 737,074 fewer immi- 
grants that might have come In, except for 
the war, under our present Immigration laws, 
which 80 many do not want to see relaxed. 

Under those circumstances, It docs seem 
that America could be doing more for some 
ot the decent, blameless, homeless victims 
of Europe's war than It Is doing at present. 



RUBBER INSURANCE 
In World war II this nation, geared to an 
automobile economy, barely escaped dlsa.i- 
ter. We had been depending upon the far east 
for most of our rubber. The Japs grabbed 
our sources— Malaya, the Netherlands and 
other East Indies. If thoy had not, we could 
have spared shipping only to bring the most 
critically needed minimum through 0,000 
miles of submarine infested Pacific. 

We scraped by, badly handicapped, until 
by prodigious exertion we built a gigantic 
synthetic rubber Industry. It cost as 9700,- 
000,000. 

The time Is here when we must decide 
whether to leave ourselves open to a repeti- 
tion of that emergency— to being cut off 
again from rubber sources, If there should be 
another world war involving the Pacific. 

London experts predict that the far ea.it 
this year will produce between 1.3 and 1.5 
minion tons of natural rubber. That Is con- 
siderably more than the world ever used be- 
fore the war, and probably more than 11 can 
use today. 

As a result, rubber prices have dropped, 
since futures trading resumed May I, from 
ai.8 cents to about ifl cents & pound. This 
li about 3.B cents under the Kovernmenl price 
for synthetic rubber, and the trend Is still 
downward. * 

It costa at least three cents a pound less to 
process natural rubber than synthetic. So 
right now, manufacturers could save arouml 
8.6 cents a pound by by using all natural rub- 
ber In your tires.

Now a grand Jury has confirmed the Star's fmdinga 
to the extent of declaring that, had It not been for 
the croaked elecUoneerlng, Mr. Slaughter would have 
been nominated over Mr. Axtelt. 

In order to Jar the attorney general from his seem- 
ing complacency, Sen. James P. Kern, Missouri Repub- 
lican, has Introduced a resolution lor a senaite Investi- 
gation Into the AO's lallure to bestir himself. 

BTBATEOY— It wlU undoubtedly be reported out 
by the nenste Judiciary committee, and favorable 
senate action Is expected.
